ANDREWS DEFENDS 
SALE OF NEW BEEK 
AS ‘PRACTICABLE 


Dry Czar Takes Issue 
With Volstead Who 
Says Sale of 3.75 Beer Is 
Illegal. 


ANDREWS SAYS 
BEER IS “TONIC” 


Agreements Made to 
Market Beer as Tonic 
and Not as Beverage, 
Andrews Says. 


Washington, March 31.—(#?)—Sale 
of the new 3.75 per cent beer tonic 
was defended today by Assistant 
Secretary Andrews, in charge of pro- 
hibition, as “practicable and reas n- 
able.’” 

Although issuance of a permit for 
the new preparation has been pro- 
nounced a “mistake” by the Anti- 
Saloon league, and assailed as illegal 
by the father of the Volstead act, Gen- 
eral Andrews declared in a_ public 
statement that the new product not 
only was entirely permissible, but was 
of such a character that by no stretch 
of the imagination could it be regard- 
ed as “beer.” 

Will Be Withdrawn. 

If the public attempts to use ihe 
tonic as “beer,” General Andrews said, 
it would be withdrawn instantly from 
the market. He explained that the 
manufacturers of the extract, which 
will contain 25 per cent solids, had 
accepted responsibility for legitimate 
distribution, and that the policy of 1s- 
suing permits had been adopted “after 
thorough consideration of the ques- 
tion.”’ 

Solicitor Britt, of the internal rev- 
enue bureau, took a hand in the dis- 
cussion by expressing the opinion that 
states could prohibit sale of the tonic 
if they so desired, although it was 


pointed out that grocery stores geu*r- 
ally have on hand products containing 
more alcohol which, like the tonic, are 
unfit for beverage purposes. 


Not Fit to Drink. 


Stressing the point that the tonic 

will not be fit to drink, J. H. Doran, 
prohibition bureau chemist, said that 
a man by consuming one quart of it 
“probably will get the equivalent re- 
action one stiff drink of liquor gives. 
“If a fellow gets an edge from this 
malt,” he predicted, “he will be so 
full of malt sugar he will pop. Try 
and trim down this syrup with warer 
and you will dilute it to the point | 
where it is no good,” 
If aleohol were mixed with it, he} 
added, it might be drinkable, pointing 
out that this eould be done with near 
beer.

UARAWAY ASSAILS 
GRAIN AND COTTON 
EAUHANGES IN U3. 


Bill Barring Transactions 
In Futures Unless Ac- 
tual Delivery Is Intend- 
ed Reported to Senate.

Washington, March 31.—A bill pro- 
hibiting transactions in futures on 
grain and cotton exchanges unless ac- 
tual delivery is intended was reported 
by the senate today from the commit- 
tee on agriculture, but ‘‘without rec- 
ommendation.”’ 

Senator Caraway, democrat, of 
Arkansas, author of the bill and a 
member of the committee, reported 
the bill with a statement denouncing 
the grain and cotton exchanges of the 
country. 

Caraway Hits Exchanges. 


“Canada has freed itself of the: 
grain exchanges,’’ said Senator Cara-| 


way. “This action is but recent. Bo 
far as we know, however, it is meet- 
ing with approval. 

“Germany, through its Berlin ex- | 
changes, once dominated the price of | 
grain in Europe. Long before the 
world war, however, the agricultural 
interests of Germany succeeded in hay- 
ing the grain exchanges’ abolished. 
They never have been reestablished 
and before the world war the German 
farmer was the most prosperous farm- 
er in the world. 

“These examples, however, had no 
weight with those who appeared and 
testified against this measure because 
it was apparent that these witnesses 
had no knowledge of the condition 
of American agriculture and had no 
sympathy with the American farmer. 


“Threats of Panic.’’ 


“They sought to protect the prac- 
tices in which they indulged and 
through which profit accrued to them. 
It would seem from their testimony 
and the arguments of those who sup- 
ported them that’ this legislation 
should be defeated, because the ex- 
changes have a_ prescriptive right 
which they have acquired through 
many years of such practices; that, 
however unjust and unwise, immoral 
and harmful the exchanges may have 
preven to both the producer and the 
consumer of agricultural products, 
their alleged rights must be protected 
thus to gamble in what they do not 
own and reap where they have not 
sown. In support of this, they offer 
no evidence, because none exists. In 
its place, they offer suggestion and 
threat of panic to follow its enact-

Ben Eielson hopped off at 7:30 a. m. 
(12:30 p. m. eastern time) today for 
Point Barrow in the Alaskan, ithe 
Detroit Arctic expedition’s  single- 
motor monoplane. Under normal fly- 
ing conditions they should reach the 
northernmost settlement of the United 
i States in six hours. 

Captain Wilkins radioed from the 
| airplane Alaskan at 8:15 and again 

at 9:15 this morning: “Alaskan mak- 
ing hundred miles an hour. All O. K. 
Shaping course north by west.’ At 
the time the second message was sent 
he was almost two hundred miles, one- 
third of the way on his way to Point 
Barrow over territory never previously 

The great 12-cylinder Liberty en- 
gine roared into action with Pilot 
Kielson’s cry of ‘‘Contact,” and the 
Alaskan, after warming up for a mo- 
ment, taxied down the 900-foot landing 
field and easily lifted its tons of bulk 
and cargo into the still sky. It cire:ed 
the flying field twice at a height of 
1,000 feet, before setting off on its 
northwesterly route, 
covered by airplane. 

Observers at the field estimated its 
speed at 90 miles an hour. The ship 
was loaded with 200 gallons of gaso- 
line in addition to its own supply of 
290 gallons. It also carries rifles, 
emergency rations, a motion pictnre 
camera and a small radio sending set. 
The fliers estimate that the round trip 
will require less than 300 gallons of 
gasoline, so that they should be able 


to leave at least 150 gallons at the 
Barrow base, 
Plans Several Trips. 

Captain Wilkins plans several trips 
between Fairbanks and Barrow to car- 
ry supplies for the long flights over 
the aretie seas 

A. Malcolm Smith, chief of the ex- 
pedition’s overland = sledge party 
mushing to Barrow with gasoline and 
supplies, reported by radio “Monday 
night that the clear sky and absence 
of storms made the weather ideal for 
flying, though the rising temperature 
and deep, soggy snow impeded the 
progress of the dog teams. He believed 
that the weather would hold for four 
or five days. 

The tempearture on the Endicott 
range, Smith reported, was 50 degrees 
above zero, which dropped to 2i at 7 
p. m.—about the same temperature as 
at Fairbanks. 

Just before the ho -off Captain Wil- 
kins said, “I am taking Eielson with 
me because he knows the country for 
the first 200 miles and is familiar with 
flying conditions in the north. If any- 
thing should go wrong with my navi- 
gation he can aid in Setting us on the 
right, course. I am _ leaving Major 
Lanphier in charge of the party here 
and he will superintend the repairs of 
- Detroiter, our big triple-motored 
plane, 

“In case I am forced to stay at 
Point Barrow a week or ten days, it 
is better to have the second in com- 
mand at the Fairbanks base. We an- 
ticipate no trouble in making the 
flight, as recent trials have shown the 
ship working perfectly.”

Hartford, Conn., March 31.—(#)— 
Governor John H. Trumbull refused 
today to interfere with the execution 
of Gerald Chapman, mail robber who 
goes to the gallows next Monday night 
for the murder of a New Britain po- 
liceman, Appealed to in person by 
Frederick J. Groehl, Chapman’s senior 
counsel, to grant a reprieve of at 
least one week, the governor replied: 
“No, not for an hour.” 

The governor told Mr. Groehl ‘he 
had granted three reprieves to Chap- 
man to allow time for completion of 
court action which already had been 
instituted when the applications for 
reprieves were made. 


“Inasmuch as no court action is 


pending,” the governor said, “it would 
be an unwarranted interference with 


the judicial department to stop the 
execution.” 

Mr. Groehl based his request for a 
stay of execution on the ground that 
he needed more time to prepare a pe- 
tition for a new trial in superior court. 
He said he had come into possession 
of new information, which in his 
opinion, warranted a new trial. 

Later Mr. Groehl announced that 
Charles W. Murphy, also a member of 
the Chapman defense counsel would 
go before Judge L. P. Waldo Marvin 
in superior court tomorrow with an 
application for a new trial.

cent tax on all five-cent drinks which 
are mixed with syrups or malts. 

In his statement, Mr. Stone pro- 
poses that Georgians “drink to the 
health of education in Georgia,’’ and 
declares that with this provision for 
repayment of the bonds, he is of the 
opinion that when the educational 
measure is reconsidered in the house, 
it will “pass overwhelmingly.” 

Text of Statement. 

His statement follows:

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NEW WELFARE SOCIETY 


OFACERS NSTALED 


Installation of new officers of the 
Family Welfare society and reports 


of various officials of the past year’s 
work, featured the twenty-first an- 
nual meeting of the society Wednes- 
day afternoon at the chamber of com- 
merce. \ Horace Russell was installed 
as president to succeed Marvin Un- 
derwood. 

Other officers who were installed 
are: A. J. Orme, first vice president ; 
T. H. Daniel, second vice president; 
R. L. Foreman, third vice president ; 
R. A. McGill, treasurer, and Miss Ada 
Woolfolk, secretary. 

According to reports by the auditor 
$59,189.96 was received “by the so- 
ciety in 1925 from the Community 
Chest. Receipts from other sources 
brought the total to $63,153.54, ac- 
cording to the reports submitted. 

Mr. Underwood, retiring president, 
and Willis Sutton, superintendent of 
schools, who made principal talks, 
eulogized the late Joseph Logan as 
“dean of social service in Atlanta.” 
Mr. Logan, who died recently, "was one 
of the outstanding welfare workers of 
the city for many years. 


Reports of R. A. McGul, treasurer, 
and Miss Ada Woolfolk, secretary, 
showed that the society had expended 
$63,000 during the year 1925, and of 
this $50,000 went into relief and serv- 
ice to 1,827 families including 9,135 
individuals, an average of $5.50 for 
each individual in the society’s care. 

Visitors made 10,830 visits to homes 
of families, and 4,525 visits to other 
places in behalf of clients. There were 
8,154 office interviews. 

Miss Woolfolk gave results of a 
cross section study of families under 
care of the society. Fifty-three per 
cent were broken homes. The society 
brought non-support action against 
156 fathers during the year, and as 
the result of special efforts 96 per 
cent of the little children are enrolled 
in school this year, as against 21 per 
cent in 1923. Five per cent of work- 
ing children in families are illiterate, 
as against 22 per cent of the parents, 
records pointed out. 

As a result of ‘ work .with these 
families only 4 per cent show delin- 
quency or conduct problems that are 
not yielding to ordinary treatment, it 
is said. ‘Thirty per cent of the in- 
dividuals needed some kind of atten- 
tion in health matters and through ef- 
forts of visitors 126 had hospitaliza- 
tion. and 384 clinical treatment. 

The report indicated that in one- 
fourth of the families there was indi- 
cation of mental disease or defect, 
and called attention to the lack of 
facilities for diagnosis and treatment. 
A study of 15 “child marriages” and 
100 who were married as mere chil- 
dren showed problems of desertion, 
incompatibility, feeble-mindedness, 
chronic disease conditions, from two 
to seven times as great as in other 
families. : e

Short covering, to- 
gether with buying by bargain-hunt- 
ers, Was responsible for today’s price 
recovery.

A bulge of 1 3-8@1 7-8 cents in 
Liverpool with the upturn there due 
partly to buying by American inter- 
ests and by shorts on the better cash 
demand led to buying of wheat here 
early, with foreigners taking July and 
September on a fairly liberal scale. 
Local bulls took the May and there 
was also buying of May and selling 
of July by spreaders which widened 
the difference | to 23 5-8 cents at the 
last against 22 7-8 cents on Tuesday. 
The lack of outside trade was very 
apparent when. the eastern selling 
commenced, as the market reacted 
sharply. 

Eastern holidays have curtailed the 
foreign demand for cash wheat, and a 
majority of the leading markets in 
Europe will be closed Friday, Satur- 
day and Monday, while Buenos Aires 
will be closed tomorrow, Friday and 
Saturday. All North American ex- 
changes will be closed Friday. Sales 
of wheat at the seaboard were finally 
estimated at 200,000 bushels, includ- 
ing 40,000 bushels durum, and the 
Canadian pool was said to have dis- 
posed of the last of its holdings in 
the east on Tuesday. Nothing was 
heard regarding demand for new crop 
winters, 

A local mill brought 10,000 bushels 
hard winter wheat to cothe here from 
the southwest, but paid a big premium 
over the May to secure it. Omaha 
offered No. 2 hard at equal to 4 cents 
f. o. b. track here. Crop reports from 
the southwest were decidedly optimis- 
tic, with the heavy. snow regarded by 
some operators as guaranteeing a 
large yield, and it is expected that the 


private estimates to be given out to- 


morrow will place the condition well 
above the 82.7 shown by the govern- 
ment last December. 

Coarse grains, while easing from 
the top in sympathy with wheat, 
showed independent strength. Com- 
mission houses and shorts were good 
buyers of corn and the trade figure 
that it will be several weeks before 
there is any increase in the move- 
ment to terminal markets. Outside 
interest in oats is enlarging ag the 
result of the unfavorable weather 
which has materially delayed seeding 
of the new crop.

Georgia Now Will Retain 
80 Per Cent of Such 
Taxes Collected by Fed- 
eral Government. 


Governor Clifford Walker signed 
the inheritance tax bill, just passed 
4y the general assembly on Wednes- 
day afternoon. The bill amends the 
state inheritance tax law in order 


that Georgia may take advantage of 
the provision in the federal estate 
tax law which allows states to retain 
80 per cent of such taxes ‘collected by 
the federal government. The measure 
does not increase the inheritance taxes 
paid in. this state. 

By passage of this measure, the 
legislature has saved for Georgia be- 
tween $600,000 and $700,000 it was 
pointed out by the governor as he 
signed the bill. This represents the 
amount which will be paid to this 
state out of the federal inheritance 
taxes which would not have been 
paid if the present speci.| session of 
the legislature had not been called. 

The federal government collects in 
inheritance taxes in Georgia over 
$500,000 annually. Under this law, 
80 per cent of this, or $400,000 will 
revert to the state. This means that 
at least $300,000 will be gained to 
the state for the balance of this year, 
and an equal amount in 1927 before 
the date of the regular session of the 
general ass2mbly. 

Had the passage of the law been 


in} | 


left until the regular session in 1927, 
it could net have been operative be- 
fore August, 1927, at the earliest, 
with the result that between $250,000 
and $300,000 of this revenue for next 
vear would likewise have been lost. 
Thus, by this one action, the extra 
session has saved for the state possi- 
bly $600,000 or $700,000, and at the 
least $500,000 in revenue which could 
not have been claimed or collected at 
any time in the future, it not being 
legal to make such laws retroactive. 

Governor Walker, it is understood, 
planned to include passage of this 
bill in his call for the extra session 
from the first, but was unable to in- 
corporate it in his first call, inasmuch 
as the federal law making it possible 
had not then been perfected by con- 
gress. On the advice of State Tax 
Commissioner J. T. Dozier and oth- 
ers, he therefore left it out of the 
eriginal call, with the purpose of in- 
corporating it in the call by amendment 
later. When he called the second extra 
session 10 days ago, he accordingly 
included the reference to inheritance 
tax legislation. 


A merica Invited 
ToExplainCourt 
Ideas at Geneva 


_ Geneva, March 51.—(?)—A formal 
invitation to the United States to par- 
ticipate:in the meeting of signatories 
of the world court protocol to 
held in Geneva September 1, to dis- 
cuss American reservations to ad- 
hesion to the court was dispatched to 
Washington today. 

The general opinion in League of 
Nations circles tonight was that the 
conference of court members woulil 
be held even if. Washington should 
decide not to participate. 

It was pointed out in Geneva to- 
day that the members of the court 
could reach an agreement on how to 
deal with the American reservations 
without the presence of a United States 
delegation, but league officials earnest- 
ly express the hope that Washington 
would see a way to participate. The 
presence of American representatives, 
it was stated, probably would lead 
up to the framing of a new court 
protocol, the signature of which would 
be satisfactory to the United States 
senate. .

The invitation to the Geneva mect- 
ing is contained in a letter sent te 
Secretary of State Kellogg by Sir 
Erie Drummond, secretary-general of 
the League of Nations. 


WASHINGTON DOUBTS 
RESULT OF MOVE. 

Washington, March 3J].— (4) — 
There is grave doubt here whether any 
good purpose would result from serd- 
ing American representatives to the 
Geneva conference on American reser- 
vations to the world court, but offi- 
cials apparently have reached no final 
decision. 

Regardless of whether an American 
delegation is sent, the American reply 
to the conference invitation is expect- 
ed to set forth that the reservations 
are regarded here as_ speaking for 
themselves, and to emphasize that the 
United States cannot enter into any 
discussion contemplating their amerd- 
ment or interpretation.
